But in the dog, 
the camel, and the elephant, l¢t us refpect, m 
friend, the misfortune of a min of worth, whole 
foul is only doing penance for fome fault, a very 
trifling one, perhaps. As he faw that I was 
rather furprifed at his doctrine, he was dejirous 
of explaining it. 

When a manexpires, faid he, if his foul be 
not very pure, his chaitifement confiils in palling 
into the body of fo.ne animal of a di/pofition ana- 
logous to his owa (and here he gave mea long 
account of chefe differeat metamorphofes) but 
after an expiation of longer or thorter duration, 
added he, it returns, in a purified flate, vo ani- 
mate the body of fome new-born child.
